“Hotels and lodging 
house keepers have to f keep a register 
of visitors, giving the place they came 
from and when they arrived. ‘This is to 
be furnished to the nearest polige sta- 
tion immediately. 

It is added in the proclamation that 
the attitude of neutrality is inconsistent 
with loyalty, and will render such per- 
sons punishable, This provision: applies 
especially to’persons knowing tpat oth- 
ers are in possession of firearms,..am- 
munition, &c., and not reporting ‘that 
fact immediately. 

in connection with damage:to Govern- 
ment property, the proclamation warns 
the public that *' not alone. will the per- 
petraiors of such: acts be severely pun- 
ished, both in their. persons and*“in their 
property, but also the property. of per- 
sons who, whether, in authority or. not, 
permitted, or ‘did not do their utmost 
to prevent, such acts will be liable to 
be confiscated or destroyed.”’

@Special to The-New York Times, 
CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—A camera that 
sees with two eyes’’ and makes pic- 
tures as a person would see them, with 
dépth, is claimedy as the invention of 
two Chicago men, P. John Berggren, a 
Swedish physicist, and George K. Spoor, 
owner of the Exsanay Film Manufactur- 
ing Company. 

Heretofore photogrenhs have been 
made as a one-eyed person would see 
them—the perspective distorted and the 
figures out of focus when seen from any 
angle other than that-at which the pic- 
tu,.e was taken, and without depth. 
When the new -machine is applied to 
moving pictures, the Inventors assert, 
patrons who sit in a corner or under 
the sheet or off to one side will sce the 
pictures in the same way as those seat- 
ed in. good seatS, and alk will seem to 
be looking through a window at actual 
figures and scenes. The inventors claim 
they have added the third dimension, 
depth, to photography, which scientists 
have contended an impossibility.

If there had been any statesmanship 
in England here was the opportunity for 
a full -discussion of the problem, bring- 
ing to, it the reason, intellect, experi- 
ence, the supposed wisdom and the obli- 
gations of a great impérial State. Eng- 
land, however, had only one notion, that 
of brute force, and a single argument, 
to bludgeon Ireland into silence. In tha 
Wo years 1917-1918 thousands of housés 
were raided at night by armed forces, 
hundreds of men wounded, many killed, 
1,350 arrested, over 100 leaders deported 
and others gradually hunted down, sav- 
age sentences imposed, public meetings 
and. newspapers. suppressed, fairs and 
markets closed. When Coroners’ juries 
found verdfctS of wilful murder against 
servants of the Crown, the Government 
not only \shielded the criminals but even 
promoted). them. +’ The people, who 
through these years of trial steadily 
refrained from violence, were held by a 
distinguished foreign correspondent to 
be. “‘ almost criminally, patient.” 


The Election of 1918. 


>The general election of 191S ‘gave the 
Trish Republican Party, with its ma- 
jority of three-fourths of the people, an 
opportunity 6 ‘make its constitutional 
demand for an.independent Irish Par- 
liament. Here was a new opportunity 
for English statesmanship, but Eng- 
land, victoriou in the field, was

The first bloodshed by the 
Trish Volunteers: was in an\attempt to 
disarm the military police eakly in 1919. 
intermittent guerrilla attacks by volun- 
teers followed on fortified barracks and 
armed patrols in which, the police when 
disarmed were systematically allowed to 
go free and uninjured. The danger in 
the attacks against superior arms was 
great and the casualties were as high 
among the ranks of the volunteers as 
among the police and soldiers. There 
is no evidence, indeed, I believe, no 
charge has ever been. made, that the 
volunteers ever once KilJed or even mal- 
treated prisoners who thus fell into their 
hands, though they themselves when 
captured were sent to penal servitude or 
hanged. It is generaly believed that 
}all the other killings for whith the Irish 
forcés can be held responsfble were cases 
of spies and informers, men in civilian 
dress, placed in private houses to spy 
more securely on their neighbors and 
five ‘‘ information "’ to their destruction 
—-an. occupation: which in life ng. one 
openly: avows and which after déath is 
‘Bedulousiy!concealed. It is alleged that 
clear evidence of their guilt was in each 
case proved; the efficiency of the; Re- 
publican Intelligence Service, in fact, is 
a wonder both to their friends and their 
enemies. ublin Castle has never been 
able to grapple with it. Its success is 
partly due to the fact that the whole 
Irish nation js in the conspiracy, Yealiz- 
ing that the’ war \being carried on \here 
is not against what is called ‘‘ the mur<

Military Forces Not Restrained. 


In ‘the conflict. ofthe last two years 
no suffering or humiliation has been 
spared to the Irish people subjected »t 
a system of military coercion witho 
parallel in any modern civilized country 
and deprived not only of every. shadow 
of protection/ by civil law, but even of 
the decent restraints which military rule 
is generally sopaied to enforce against 
lawless torture, murder, wholesale loot- 
ing and burning by forces of the Crown. 
Civil law restrains the wild action of 
individuals whatever their provocation 
may be. The military act for restora- 
tion of law and order has enforced no 
check on the?’ brutal passions of the 
worst elements of the army. It was 
generally announced by cfficials some 
time ago that the course of severe re- 
pression .would rapidly get rid ‘of ‘the 
‘‘ murder gang,’’ calculated at 200 well- 
known gunmen, of whom 100 had taken 
refuge in. Dublin, and the “ terror” be- 
ing lifted would liberate the true ‘Eng- 
lish mind. of the population at large.

But 
if for the moment we leave asidé the 
discussion as to whether the Irish people 
are right or wrong, there still remains 
the fundamental fact of .an Irish na-, 


ignored or despised. Whatever, indeed, 
may be the zeal and courage of the na- 
tion, it ‘would be foolish to deny that 
the milifant organization of an ifsolated 
Ireland can, be~mechanically destroyed 
by overwhelming force and ferocious 
punishment of the most powerful. mili- 
tary and naval country in Europe. But 
it would be yet more foolish to suppose 
that even_by such military might, tne 
spirit of a\nation can be broken. The 
spirit will.only withdraw to gather new 
strength and will presently appear 
again with unconquerable faith and 
fortitude. ‘There are recesses of human 
nature into which the eternal soul re- 
tires and from which after a Winter- 
time it emerges to flood the world with 
strong life of resurrection.

Had a Chance to Do So.

BERLIN, Jan. 2.—The foolhardy effort 
made by the Germans early in 1916 to 

nd arms to Ireland is described fot the 
first tine in a book just published here, 
“ The’ Mysterious Ship,’’ by Captain 
Karl Spindler, who led “the unsuccessful 
‘little expedition. , - ; 

It appears that the suggestion to land 
arms and ammunition in Iréland was 
first made by Gount von Bernstorff, then 
German Ambassador to the United 
States. 7 ! 

‘* The leaders of the Irish in America,’’ 
says Captain Spindler, ‘‘ went to Count 
von Bernstorff with the urgent request 
that the Germans should support by mil- 
itary means the planned insurrection in 
Ireland. A proposal that troops be sent 
to Ireland had to-be turned; down; but 
the German Government deélared itself 
ready to cotisider the suggestion made 
by. Count. von Bernstorff. of sending a 
ship with arms and ammunition-to Ire- 
land. 

‘‘ For the purpose the captured Wilson 
Line vessel Castro was fitted out and 
laden with a large quantity of arms and 
ammunition. It was first called the 
Libau, but soon after the start its name 
was changed to the Aud. With forged 
papers, the vessel sailed under the Nor- 
wegian flag ‘ with pit-props for Cardiff 
and a general cargo for Genoa,’.”’ ; 

Captain Spindler thinks, in his mon- 
archical zeal, ‘that it is necessary to em- 
Phasize the fact that ‘‘our Kaiser 
neither suggested nor “urged the expe- 

ition.’’ 

The Captain’s knowledge of Norwe- 
gian was apparently no more than what 
could be obtained in a few days from an 
ag raat A grammar, while his knowledge 
of the English was so thorgugh that he 
thought the best way to del with them 
was to have a plentiful supply of whisky 
on board. 


Plenty of Whisky tg Foil the English. 


“The English would never dream,’’ he 
writes with enthusiasm, ‘‘ how carefully 
we had prepared to receive them 
[should they come on board to inspect 
‘the ship]. What was more natural than 
that. the English prize crew should fat» 
on the whisky, which stood invitingly 
in every’ corner—and genuine expensive 
Scotch, too? The more they made 
friends with it the better for us, for 
we would have easy work in disposing 
of them and would perhaps be able to 
avoid bloodshed; and we had a sure and 
effective nareotic which could\be put in 
their drink and their food.’’ 

Time-efter time the Captain returns in 
print to the whisky. The Engligh are 
to His mind ‘a ‘‘-whisky-faced "’ race. At 
a cértain critical moment when ening 
the blockade, he congratulates himsel 
on its being Sunday, ‘‘ when on English 
ships people would be dosing themselves 
with whisky and such things.”’ 

He harps continually, too, on the 
string,of England’s barbarity to neutrals 
on the sea, and that &t a time when his 
neutral flag was being respected, and 
when the Germans were busy sinking 
Dutch fishing vessels. / 

Spindler and Sir Roger Casement made

DE VALERA IS THERE 


Mission Thought to be to Take 
Part ‘in Peace Negotiations 
ill Going On.

DUBLIN, Jan. 2.—My inquiries into 
the mystery of de Valera’s whereabouts 
lead me to believe he has actually ar- 
rived in Ireland.

The. sug- 
gestion that he has succeeded in re- 


turning reached me from a source which 
I have no reason to.doubt, although the 
hint was conveyed vaguely.

Between upright’ and grqnd pianos 
they make a subtle distinetion, and for 
some reason known only to themselves 
the latter will cost 60f. a year, twice as 
much as the former.

in their promises to thé Cuban people 


and that it would be impossible to hold 
a fair election, free from intimidation, 
unless the United States should step ig 
and act as supervisor. 

-** The Cuban Liberal Party,” said 
Messrs. Ortiz and de la Torre in a 
statement issued tonight, ‘‘ always: has 
had as one of its fundamental principles 
the preservation of the independence of 
Cuba as a sovereign State and the 
arbiter of its own destinies. 

“Phe Liberal Party approves of the 
enforcement and maintenance of the 
Platt amendment. Under the Platt 
amendment the United States is sobli- 
gated to see that the Cuban people shall 
have a government of their own choos- 
ing.

LENIN, it. would 
seem, thinks that Britain must assent 
to almost any terms he may demand, 
but it hard to Bee why mer in 
America who do not share General 
BUDENNY’s illusions are so confident 
that the world cannot get albng with- 
out a one-sided trade with Russia. 
No doubt Moscow gets most of its in- 
formation avout America from men 
who saw nothing of America outside 
of foreign colonies and perhaps some 
ot the ‘cruder phases of indystrial con- 
flict. Mr. Martens perhaps will give 
his: superiors a different view. 

Mr. KRaSSIN, at any rate, does not 
seem to agree With his principals about 
England’s dire need of LENIN’s per- 
mission to live. Though recalled by 
his home Government, which appar- 
ently wants to sit back, and watch the 
British revolution, he is'staying on in 
London and trying to get the Bolshe- 
vist leaders to accept Liorp Groran’s 
terms. Only one point ts still in dis- 
pute: the British Government warts 
a recognition of the claims of British. 
subjects whose property in Russia was 
seized by the Bolsheviki. It does not 
want the Bolsheviki:to pay some Eng- 
lishmen‘ with the property of other 
Englishmen. So far the Bolsheviki 
will not admit the obligation and 
British courts will not deprive British 
subjects of their property when it is 
sent back to England. Let Americans 
who talk about trade with Russia from 
a purely commercial point of view 
think it over.

The New York Post Office points 
with pride to what everybody knows 
without giving particular thought to 
.it, that an unusually large holiday 
mail ‘was handled with an unusually 
small propoftion of cause for com- 
plaint: Laclh¥ of complaint is often 
about all the praise public officials get. 
But there is a particular reason why 
our local Post Office record this year 
is entitled to something more than an 
empty compliment. Good workers 
should have good tools’ and comfort- 
able conditions for working. e New 
York Post Office has nei It 
doubles its business every three years, 
and in 1919 it added to its work more 
than the entire business of the “Phila- 
delphia office. ‘But the holiday record 
just. made is not likely to be repeated 
in the new. year unless facilities. for it 
are increased. : ; 

There is no provision madé for its 
growth. Only when*conditions at-the 
substations, become ‘unendurable -is 
there offered any ‘increase of ‘accom- 
modations for the 14,000 postmen, as 
deserving Fede servants as there 
are, and none more neglected... Their 
urgent need, and modest request, 
that they shall be supplied immedi- 
ately with the floor space and shelter 
necessary for the performance of their 
duties with comfort to themselves and 
satisfaction to users of mail facilities.

There ‘is no economy in 
stinting that source of incomé, . the 
foundation ‘of an amount ‘of business’ 
so much larger as to justify generous 
investment in better facilities, on con- 
siderations not confined to this city. 
Unless present praise fSr. an excep-, 
tionally good record is to be converted 
into fault finding the new ‘substations 
should be provided. 








0 NEW DEPARTMENTS. 
Oscan STRAUS thinks that it 
hose be ‘‘ a great mistake ‘to enlarge 
the Cabinet,” as Mr. HARDING has sug- 
gested, by establishing a ‘Department 
f Public Welfare. MY. Straus is 
porneet in saying that ‘‘’a Wureau 

‘ would serve quite as efficiently

However excéllent the purposes of 
those who favor a Department of 
PubNc Welfare, it is the exact truth 
that the Goverfiment and the people 
can’t afford to spend money on new 
enterprises. of administration. Re- 
trenchment is imperative. Let the 
seyeral/States.attend to ‘' public wel- 
fare” in their own way. It may be 
ungracious to say this, but it needs to 
be said. 


THE GERMAN EX-CHANCELLOR. 

It was the war Ahat brought BetTH- 
MANN HOLLWEG his fame, ‘such as it 
was. But for it he would doubtless 
have been known only as the ‘sort of 
Chancellor of the German Empire that 
he appeared to be early in 1914—a 
highly trained, but routine, uninspired 
and rather ineffective bureaucrat. It 
was that. kind of Reichskanzler that 
the Kaiser desired. There had been a 
steady. detefloration from Bismarck 
through Caprivi and von BUELOw to 
BETHMANN Ho.tuwec. More and more 
the Chancellor had been made sub- 
servient to the Empero Ministeria) 
responsibility was solely to the Kaiser, 
not the Reichstag. Toward the end of 
VON BUELOW’s term of office, he en- 
deavored to assert something lke con- 
trol of the Kaiser in matters of foreign 
policy, and actually extracted a prom- 
ise from WILuIAM II. not to repeat his 
Daily. Telegraph escapade; but this 
was never pleasing to the Imperial 
mind, and BETHMANN HOLLWEG was 
made Chancellor in the plain expecta- 
tion that he would not bring up that 
nonsense. He never did. 

His death will revive the heated con- 
troversies about the now confessed 
blunders of German statecraft at the 
outbreak of the war. There is no 
reason to doubt the assertion of BetH- 
MANN HOLLWEG, in his published ac- 
count of the period, that he was 
anxious for peace, and worked for it— 
up to a certain point. That was when 
the ‘military authorities took the reins. 
When they declared that they would 
not be responsible for the safety. of the 
empire unless the opportunity were 
seized to bring’ about what the Aus- 


TOLD, called the ‘‘ great European’reck- 
oning,’’ and mere civilian rulers had 
to step aside. There was no way, in 
that crisis, in-which BETHMANN HOLL- 
wre could have withstood the mad 
‘push for wer except by handing his 
resignation ¢o the Kaiser. That would 
probably have availed nothing in the 
hour of war mania, But it would have 
meant something for the Chancellor’s 
official dignity and personal reputa- 
tion. } 

BETHMANN HOLLWEc will always live 
in history as the author of the un- 
happy phrase, ‘‘a scrap of paper.’’ 
Excuses have been made for his thus 
having describéd the treaty guarantee- 
ing the neutrality of Belgium. He did 
it in private conversation with the 
English Ambassador. It wasa moment 
of~ great emotion for the Chancellor. 
He saw all his efforts to keep on good 
t with England about to be swept

of men who have made it virtually a 
satrapy of the new Red Russian em- 
pire. There has been a great deal of

stage of realism. MusTaPHA KeMAL 
and TrotzkKy have their own little 
sentimen ities, no doubt, but they do 
not touch Armenia. If anybody is to 
save’Armenia, it must be somebody 
who will go into the question gs hard 
and with as much force as TROTZKY 
and MustTaPHa KEMAL can command; 
and nobody will or can do that. We 
have thrown the Armenians to the 
wolves. Tt may be that we could have 
done nothing else, but at least we can 
stop talking about our devotion to 
the interests of this suffering people.

viction. In practice this. theory works 
out fairly well and» under it there is 
Tittle or no, danger that the innocent 
will evade trial by flight beyond the 
jurisdiction of the court that puts them 
under bonds, while they are saved from 
the undeserved hardship and ~ humilia- 
tion of imprisonment while waiting ar- 
raignmept. 

As regards the guilty, the system a 
applied is fot so sati@factory, chie 
because, for many people, including the 
guilty as well as the innocent, money 
and’ imprisonment are incommensu- 
rables, or af any rate the relation be- 
tween them ‘varies so in different minds 
that to escape even a short term in 
prison one individual would gladly pay 
several times the price that to another 
would seem absurdly high. 

That bail usually is put \high enough 
to effect its designed purpose is indi- 
cated by the infrequency, compared with 
the frequency of its imposition, with 
which. it ‘is forfeited. But what crimi- 
nals value most in the privilege of re- 
lease under bail, é¢ven those to whom 
prison has become mérely a loss of lib-. 
erty, and not at all a disgrace in-their 
own eyes or those of their associates, is 
that it defers trial and gives time for 
witnesses to disappear or their memo- 
ries to weaken—for all public interest 
in the crime they committed to be lost. 

It is often said that the probability of 
prompt punishment has a more deterring 
effect on the criminally ifclined “than 
the probability of, heavy punishment, 
but that is hardly true. The criminal 
fears prompt punishment more ‘than 
heavy punishment deferred, only be- 
cause he knows that he has a good 
chance to escape all punishment if his 
trial can be postponed long enough. 
Once out on ball, the many possibilities 
that lie in ‘‘ the law’s delays’ are open 
to: him and to his shrewd or unscrupu-i 
lous lawyer.

-were all mixed up and huddled together, 
sheltering themselves as best they could 
from the Bosporus wind. The ships 
ran, short’ off water; there was no. faod. 
Relief organizations: were taxed “to 
uttermost. THousands of loaves of bfead 
were distributed® daily, and: still there 
remained tens of thousands of people 
who were not supplied. The vastness 
of the calamity simply overwhelmed one. 

** Gradually the ships were freed from 
their passengers, who were placed in 
‘Camps around Constantinople, while the 
majority of the military were sént to 
Lemnos and Gallipoli: Those civilian 
refugees who could afford to keép them- 
selves have been permitted to live in 
tewn, hut of course there are very few 
who ar@able to. do this, for even if they 
had millions of rubles, these rubles are 
absolutely worthless here and their 
millions would perhaps keep them f@ a 
week. One dollar cost 250,00@ Crimean 
rubles.

Philadelphia is 
anxious to get the national singles, and 
the National Association is likely to 
lend a willing ear to its claims, especial- 
ly considering the many other plums 
that it has*to award. Philadelphia has 
never before héld the event andthe 
experiment of yp een om it there -will 
be interestin financial and other- 
wise. The est Side. Club at Forest 
Hills is likely to get the national dou- 
bles sand the most important of the 
Davis Cup matches, while it is suggested 
that the women’s national championship 
and possibI® some of the early rounds 
of the Davis Cup tournament be turned 
over to Boston. 

In any event, 1921 is certain to be 
richer in tmportant tournaments in this 
eountry than any preceding year.- Past 
contests for the Davis.

CROSS-COUNTRY

The Cornell cross-country team’s ‘n- 
vasion of England seems to have been 
a pleasing affair in every way. The Ox- 
ford-Cambridge runners won the race, 
which was the chief thing after all. But 
the Americans lost. rather glortously. 
And they were dined‘ and feted, new 
friendships and athletic alliances were 
created, and the British were loud in 
their praise of the grit and good sports- 
manship of the Americans. Even Jack 


a farewell burst of las apf feeling, con- 
fided that he was seriously considering 
transporting the British cross-country 
system, bag and hageage, to Ithaca. 

A lot of. people will be disturbed by 
this utterance of the Cornell ¢oach. Un- 
fortunately, the cable dispatches are 
rather vague:as to the exact plans that 
Mr. Moakley is considerifig: Perhaps he 
intends merely to bring over the British 
cross-country course, with its water 
jumps, hedges, plowed land and other 
characteristic features. With its extra 
hazards and tests it would probably be a 
welcome addition to American compe- 
Utpagin tis sport. 

Mr. Moakley’s plans concerning the 
transplanting of English cross-country 
methods recall similar* effortsLin row- 
ing. One of the most paingut eras in 
American oarsmanship was that in 
which English coaches brought their 
rigging and other things to the United 


States and ‘set about teaching the. col- 
legiate young idea how tp row ‘in the 
English’ aheer The experiment proved 
after. some testing and reflection, that 
the British system is more: than a mat- 
ter of a c kind. of rigging and 
equipment and a certain way of pulling 
an oar.° It was found that British row- 
ing was such a great success in Britain 
because it-had back‘of it years: of * 
dition, ‘patient ‘practice, diligent work 
and training of oarsmen in the English 
stroke from boyhood: It was not some- 
thing that could be transplanted and 
grafted on to the, average American 
college:oarsman with the ease of plas- 
nee * stamp on an envelope. 

Suc lso prove to the case {fn 
cross-country. Mr. Moakley has been 
remarkably sticcessful with American 
methods.and he may find the change a 
difficult one.. And, moreover, to 
casual. observer there seems nothing 
radically wrong with a system that. re- 
sults in the Cornell’s- team’s losing: its 
race in England by only three. points, 
This, it must. be remembered, was 
achieved by a team that had continued 
its training beyond the_ intercollegiate 
season, had boarded ship and made a 
long trip. to.’a country where climate 
and the conditions of the course’ piled 
up one formidable handicap on top of 
another. After all this the Ithacans 
were’ beaten only after they had forced 
the combined university teams to excel 
the time of the, 1920 Oxford-Cambridge 
race by one minute. 

But perhaps Mr. Moakley only intends 
to instruct his pupils in the hazards.and 
intricacies of the English cross-country 
course. Such a move would have th 
wisdem and foresight, particularly if, 
as-is to: be hoped, more of our harriers 
make the trip abroad in future years.

The football game between Ohio State 
and California at Pasadena on Saturday 
was unfortunately not a meeting of 
West and. East, which will be a disap- 
pointment: to those péople who delight 
in drawing final and absolute conclu- 
sions from current events. They will 
undoubtedly be disappointed—in not be- 
ing able to point to the result of the 
fame as demonstrating anew the supe- 
riority of Western football over Hast- 
ern, or as proof of some other theory 
about the popular intercollegiate game. 
Easterners, it -is to be feared, will re- 
fuse to regard Ohio State as Gelling 
from this part of the country, and wil 
rather ungratefully harken back to Har- 
vard’s victory in last’ year’s Tourna- 
ment'of the Roses contest. 

The whole countrx, however, must pay 
tribute to the™@vident power and skill 
of the eleven that Coach~Andy Smith 
fashioned at California. To score 28 
points on Ohio State is a heroic feat 
in itself, for it must be borne in mind 
that the Buckeyes were the best defen- 
sive team in the Western Conférence. 
Whatever their faults as a scoring ma- 
chine, the Ohfoans did not often suffer 
their ~goal line to be crossed by their 
Big Ten opponents. For such a team 
to journey to the Pacific Coast and be 
swept over by a human avalanche such 
as California released on Saturday is 
the greatest testimowy to the irresistible 
force behind the attack of.the Far West 
eleven. . ‘ 

The victory illustrates again the tricki- 
ness of the forward pass, in which Ohio 
State was acclaimed as a past master. 
The modern game is not faithful in its 
alliances. After the air attack had di- 
rectly aided OMo State in winging the 
Conference championship and had been 
a boon for the Buckeyes throughout the 
season, it turned its back and played the 
leading réle in the worst disaster of the 
season for the team from Columbus.

Keen competition fot championship 
honors is the life of sport, and skating 
appears to be particularly favored by 
the. conditions which now prevail. As 
long as Joe Moore, the New York boy, 
and Charley Jewtraw, who represents” 
the Lake Placid Skating Club, continue 
on such close terms as in the national 
championships at Newburg on Satur- 
day, there is bound to be, much greater 
interest in the speed artists of thé\steel 
blade than would prevail if one or the 
other stood out supreme in the field. 

These two skaters apparently are as 
evenly matched as two competitors could 
be. They monopolized the attention, and 


most of the. pgints as well; in the title 
races on the udson, and «the finish 
found them tied for the championship 
trophy, with 70 points each. The deci- 
sion to keep the tie unbroken until the 
international races at Lake Placid next 
month was a sensible one, and likewise 
the fair one, in view of Jewtraw’s 
collapse from an attack: of indigestion. 
The Eastern champton tried gamely to 
battle against the handicap, but found 
it too much. He undoubtedly will be fit 
for the test which he will be called upon 
to undergo at Lake Placid, and if he is 
beaten there by Moore he will have to 
concede that he.has met his match.

Outdoor 
speed skating is one sport which is too 
frequently affected by weather condi- 
tions, but.if there is ice at all the rac- 
ing generally is held, since competitors 
are not able to remain away from their 
occupations until idéal conditions pre- 
vail. In the colder climate of Lake 
Placid and on a day late in ll gong 3 it 
is probable that better ice will be had 
when the international races are held. 

Jewtraw showed to advantage over 
Moore in the shorter distances on Sat- 
urday, and the New York boy excelled 
as the distance increased. This may be 
the real answer as far as these two 
skaters are concerned, as it frequently 
is in other competitions over varying dis- 
tances. Jewtraw won the 220-yard race, 
with Moore second, and the Lake Placid 
Skater again led his rival home at the 
440-yard distance. In the half mile 
race the New Yorker was second, with 
Jewtraw third, and at a mile Moore was 
the winner, Jewtraw being*forced to re- 
tire after skating less than a lap. In 
the five-mile handicap, conducted in 
fonnection with .the championship 
events, Jewtraw did not compete, but 
Moore finished second from _ scratch, 
again showing his skill over a distance. 
With these two' contenders tied for 
championship honors new interest is 
added to the international competition 
next month. The skater winning the 
greater number of points at Lake Placid 
will win the national title.

The order was placed last De- 
cember. The Republic Iron and. Steel 
Company last month had the largest: 
production of ipe in the history of that 
a rtment. ften all six of the pipe- 

‘olling furnaces have been on, but the 
team was never as great as last 
month, and there seems no letup to this 
activity. 


Independents Keep Mills Going. 
The universal closing of independent 
steel mills for the holidays that was pre- 
dicted in some quarters has not occurred, 


While many mills are entirely closed, 
others have been operating at from 25 to 
60 per cent., and the. general aver rs 
for independent miil operation in t 
last week is estimated in the trade at 
between 20 and 25 per cent. The Steel 
Corporation pom tinues to operate at a 
higher rate than f for many months past 
—about 92 per cent. of capacity—meas- 
ured by ingots. This gives a production 
for the industry as a whole of about 
two-thirds the rate of production during 
the first nine months of the year. 

With the equalization that recently 
occurred between Steel Corporation and 
independent prices, rail buying for 1921 
replacements promises to be somewhat 
heavier than would otherwise have been 
the case, and the total may amount to 

2,000,000 tons. The Pennsylvania sys- 
tem, which has one-eighth of the total 
freight- ton mileage of the country, re- 
cently ordered 200,000 tons, sd that in 
the same proportion the total orders 
would be 1,600,000 tons, but the New 
York Central, with a considerably 
smaller total traffic, has ordered 75,000 
‘tons. With rails for electric lines, gen- | 
eral industrial use and export, together 
with some rails that the roads will need 
for additional trade, the 1921 rail pro- 
duction promises to be 3,000,000 tons or 
more, or at least three- fourths of the 
record tonnage of 4,000,000 made in 1906. 
Rail prices are $45: per gross ton for 
Bessemer and $47 for open-hearth, but 
#oost.of the roads have special specifica- 
‘tions involving extras for quality, so 
that actual prices will range a few dol- 
lars a ton higher. 

The last week has been easily the dull- 
est of the year in steel ‘buying, but it 
is altogether normal for the holiday 
week tobe dull, and heavier business 
is expected for January. In some quar- 
ters it is now thought that a full re- 
vival in the steel industry may occur 
as early as April. Unless stocks have 
been accumulated in very recent weeks

of finished steel. 
Demand for Tin Plate Light. 


Demand for tin plate has been very 
light and consumers show little incli- 
nation at this time to make contracts 
for the first half of the new year, the 
usual contract period.

GRAIN TRADE UNCERTAIN. 


Unusual Situation Existing in the 
Wheat Export Trade and in 
‘Home Supplies. 


Spectal to The New York Times, 


CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—As ‘the old year | 


went out, business conditions were show- 
ing some improvement, 
est wholesale houses reports numerous 


buyers of commodities here for. the Jan-. 
and a great bulk of the de-' | 


uary ‘sales, 
sirable merchandise has been already 
sold. On the whole, a much more opti- 
mistic feeling is in evidence and, with 
the leading financial and trade interests 
taking a less gloomy view of immediate 
conditions, .‘public sentiment: also 1s 
gradually changing. Yet business at 
large, and manufacturing in particular, 
is at. a rather low ebb. . 

While considerable pressure was ‘put 
on wheat at times this past week, the 
closing was. very firm, with net gains of 
144@3% cents’as compared with ‘the pre- 
vious week, the March delivery leading. 
The bulk of. the trade jis.in that deliv- 
ery. , May sold up to $1.64%, a new high 
figure on the crop, and closed within 
1% of the top, Corn was irregular, De- 
cember being 2 cents lower at the last, 
and other futures % to % cent higher, 
while oats were % higher to 14% lower, 
the latter on. July. December rye was 
off 3% cents and May 3% cents higher. 

\Ilt is the general belief of the grain 
trade that the wheat market is rapidly 
getting into a position where sudden 
changes are to be expected, and if the 
domestic demand for cash grain becomes 
as heavy as some expect, it would not 
be surprising: to see a material advance. 
For months the demand for flour has 
been’ of a hand-to-mouth character and 


there has been no accumulation of con-, 


sequence against the usual slow Winter 
movement of freight. This is regarded 
as ohne of the main factors in keeping 
down the output of milis tor some time 
past, and im some quarters it is be- 
lieved that the actual stocks on hand 
are so small that if the “ buy-a-barrel- 
of-flour ’ 
the big cities a sensational condition 
mt ht be disclosed. 

Should the export démand, however, 
fall off and the country start to sell 
rather freely, there might be a rar id 
decline, especially if the corn market 
should go to pieces, as many of the 
local professionals predict it will around 
the middle of January. 

The strong statistical position of 
wheat, however, cannot be much longer 
ignored by the trade. Since the domes- 
tic consumption has not reduced to any 
appreciable extent, and with 250,000,000 
bushels or more actually cleared ‘tor ‘ex- 
port or sold “and still to be shipped, 
there is a very bullish sentiment in 
some quarterg regarding 
course of values. The more optimistic 
views expressed as to general business 
find quick reflection in the wheat mar- 
ket, and the action of the stock market 
is watched closely. 

While the advance in the latter is re- 
garded as premature by some close ob- 
servers, there is nevertheless a much 
less pessimistic view as to the outcome 
in the Spring; everything, however, de- 
pending on the financial developments 
in this country and abroad. The couh- 
try shows little disposition to sell cash 
grain, taken as a whole, and Minne- 
ng Canadian wheat 
from necessity and not choice, it being 
the only place that high quality Spring 
grain canbe obtained in volume. 

Normally a stromg domestic situation 
in wheat does not commence to assert 
itself to any great extent until Feb- 
ruary or March. There is no burden- 
some stock here or in other markets, 
and the bulk of the supplies at the sea- 
board and Gulf are sold for export. 
Conservative people ‘estimate that 60,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat.is sold for ex- 
port from this country and still un- 
shipped, with the prospéet that January 
clearances will exceed the 31,000,000 
bushels actually reed dry in November. 
There have also been heavy sales on the 
Pacific Coast which must be taken into 
consideration. 

The réduction in the British price of 
imported wheat to around §2.18 per 
bushel figures out about 30 cents over 
Chicago March, free on board, the Gulf, 
after allowing for ocean freight and 
other charges. Some of the leading 


02 | Cash wheat handlers and millers are 


taking $2 per bushel for wheat in Chi- 
cago. The corn market has still to feel 
the effect of the usual Winter move- 
ment from the interior, and while there 
is more or less éxport business passing 
it is scarcely a factor in the long run.

THE WORLD'S GOLD 


Changes Since the War Began, 
in the Amount Held in_ 
| Various Countries. 








According to the December Bulletin 
of the Federal Reserve Board, aggre- 
gate gold holdings of the world’s banks. 
and Government offices show an in- 
crease of $3,075,000,000, or about 97 per 
cent. for the seven-year period. This 
growth of gold reserves in central insti- 
tutions represents in part the result of 
efforts made by the Governments to 
withdraw gold from general circulation 
and ‘to concentrate it in the banks of 
issue, where it supports fiduciary cur- 
rency and also is available when inter- 
national gold payments are to, be made. 

Most of the allied countries show gains | 6 
in gold, though Italy, Belgium, Ruma- 
nia and Canada report smaller amounts 
than seven years earlier. The largest 
increases in gold holdings in this group 
are shown for the United States, Eng- 
land and Japan. 

The German Reichsbank~shows a loss 
of $19,000,000 of gold between Dec. 31, 
1913, and Oct. 23, 1920. This decrease 
below the pre-war amount is not, how- 
ever, a measure of the loss of gold by 
Germany. When the war broke out gold 
was gathered into the vaults of the cen- 


tral bank from. all over the country, thé 
aggregate holdings of the Reichsbank 
reaching $ at the end of 1916.

the gold have left the country, and 
there are no reliable. figures as to the 
amounts still in Russia. Shipments of 
gold to obtain credits in Great Britain 
for the purchase of war materials be- 
tween October, 1914, and the éarly part 
of' 1917 decreased the Russian stock of 
gold by about $830,000,000 

Gold to the amount of '$888,000,000 is 
known to have fallen into the hands of 
the Kolchak Government about $123,- 
000,000 of which was paid for military 
— to allied Governmients and to 

an Anglo-American syndicate. Part of 
the remaining $210,000,000 was recaptured 
by Bolshevist troops. From -the above 
data, published by the former Russian 

Assistant Minister of Finance, Novitsky, 
in THs Ngew' Yorx Timms of July , 
it appears’ that the Bolshevist amthincities 
at one time or another controlled, in: 
addition to over $60,000,000 of Rumanian 
gold, between $400,000, 000 and $500,000, 

f gold formerly held by the Hoenon 
State Bank. Practically the‘entire gold 
reserve of the Rumanian Central Bank 
was transferred to Russia for ‘safe keep- 
ing during the German invasion, and 
has not yet been returned.
